Questions concerning the total picture of high­ 


er education in Columbiana County have been 


m et by some Community College supporters with 


charges that those asking the questions are “sel­ 


fish” or trying to “ ridicule” the community col­ 


lege proposal. 


Nothing could be more ridiculous. 


With state funds available to develop p o s t- 
high school education in the county and with 
the need for broader educational facilities, there 
is no question that action must be forthcoming 
to take advantage of all opportunities. 


TH E QUESTION is what type of program will 
best fit the needs of the county’s young people 
and the capacity of the county to support the 
program. 


The Community College trustees and tenta­

"statem en ts that the Kent branches are “fine, 
but who knows if they are going to be here 
next y ear" do not make for careful considera­ 
tion of the facts that the branches are doing 
very well and should continue to do even better 
with the new two - year associate degree pro­ 
gram. 


Statem ents about the costs, financing, accredi­ 
tation and other aspects of the Community Col­ 
lege have been answered by the trustees but— 
with all due respect to the trustees — such fig­ 
ures and analyses remain the product of their 
own thinking oriented toward their own program. 


THE REV IEW recognizes the success of cer­ 
tain community college operations elsewhere in 
the nation and believes this type of educational 
facility is effective in many cases.

On March 5 there appeared in The Review 
an article referring to a case filed in the Mu­ 
nicipal Court. This is Case 25207 entitled “ De­ 
partment of Public Welfare, Division of Aid 
For The Aged. State of Ohio, versus Owen D. 
Kountz, administrator with will annexed of es­ 


tate of Lillie Kountz, deceased." 


The article, by implication, indicated that I, 
as the administrator, was trying to prevent the 
State of Ohio from collecting money that was 
justly due it from the estate of Lillie Kountz. 


Under the law of the State of Ohio, certain 
claim s are given priority by statue. T h e s e 
are the claim s of the funeral director and the 
expenses of last illness of the deceased person 
In this instance, the Division of aid for the 
Aged filed claim , claiming a preferred claim 
against the estate of Lillie Kountz for aid in 
the form of money paid to John Kountz. hus­ 
band of Lillie Kountz. who died in 1957. There 
was insufficient money in the estate to pay the 
funeral bill, the expenses of the last illness and 


the State of Ohio. 
In order to get a judicial determination of 
the priority of the claim s, 
I disallowed the 
claim of the State of Ohio through my attorney 
It then became incumbent upon the state to 
bring the m atter to a head and the state filed 
suit, claiming that its claim held priority over 
the funeral director, the hospital and the doc­ 


tor. 
In having the court determine the priority 
of the claim s. I was only protecting myself 
lf I had taken upon myself to pay the funeral 
director, I could have, as administrator, been 
held personally liable for the claim of the State 
of Ohio. If. on the other hand, I had paid 
the State of Ohio then I could have, as ad 
ministrator, been responsible for the amount 
owed the funeral director, the hospital and the 


doctor 
I want the public to understand that through 
this lawsuit I am not trying to cheat the State 
of Ohio if its claim is correct, but only to have 
the court determine which claim s have priority 
as against the estate

And they 
suggest we’d best begin now to 
think about safeguards to as­ 
sure that genetic “ tampering” 
is done wisely and with con­ 
structive interests only.

Some nagging moral or ethi­ 
cal questions may become more 
acute:

nically alive? Who might decide 
whether or when to stop? 
Is too much effort, some phy­ 
sicians wonder, being spent on 
adding a few years to adult life, 
as against preserving children 
and younger adults from grave 
health threats, or overcoming 
their

or 
emotional 
handicaps? 
And where is the money com­ 
ing from for all the proposed 
programs for expanded health 
care, for training new health 
professionals, 
for 
improving 
hospitals, and paying salaries 
commensurate

other occupations? 
Some say we cannot afford it 
all, or at least in a rush. Others 
believe we can, through insur­ 
ance systems and tax funds, in 
a generally prosperous nation 
that ought to have good health 
for its citizens as one of its 
prime goals. 


HOW SHALL it be done with­ 
out diluting quality of medical 
cire, or interference with the 
physician's best judgment for 
his patient?

QUESTION: Hoic can a speedometer tell the exact speed 
a ear is vioriva?

ANSWER: A car’s speedometer measures both distance and 
time. It has a dial or face with numbers, usually I to IOO 
These refer to miles. A hand points to one of the numbers. 
This shows the speed of the car. giving the number of miles 
the car would travel in one hour, if it kept on moving at 
exactly the same speed. In our picture, the distance from the 
black dot outside Surburbia to the one outside Smart City 
is supposed to be 40 miles. If the car. driving steadily, takes 
an hour to go this distance, its speed is 40 miles an hour. 
By watching his speedometer, a driver can tell if he is 
exceeding the limit for safe driving, shown by signs along 
the road. If he does so. he can expect to hear a siren of a 
police officer, which can mean a ticket, a fine or perhaps a 
loss of license. 
Speedometers work by a core inside a flexible shafi which 
is connected with the car’s transmission and spins a magnet 
around. This makes a magnetic field which pulls the pointer 
across the dial, but its pull is resisted by a hair spring When 
the pull of the spring balances that of the magnet, the pointer 
comes to rest and shows the speed. At higher speeds, the 
magnet pulls more, at lower speeds, less. At each change, 
the pointer comes to r^st at a new dial position

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Pilot Had Faith 


Flier Survives Alaskan Ordeal 


Daily Pattern 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (A P )- 
An Air Force pilot who was lost 
in the Alaska wilderness for 51 
hours says he was confident of 
rescue while he waged a battle 
for survival in minus-45-degree 
weather. 
Capt. Roy MacDonald, who 
bailed out of his F106 fighter- 
interceptor jet after a collision 
over central Alaska last Thurs­ 
day. said his only concern was 
to keep calm. 
“ I was concerned about my 
safety in that weather.” Mac­ 
Donald said. “ But I knew if I 
could last long enough I would 
be rescued.” 
The 32-year-old pilot of the 
1st Fighter Wing at Selfridge. 
Mich.. 
Air 
Force 
Base, 
de­ 
scribed the hours before rescue 
by an Air Force helicopter after 
he arrived at Elmendorf Air 
Force Base. 
“ I landed a little off a ridge.” 
he 
said. 
‘‘There 
were 
trees 
about IOO yards down and I 
went into that area to make a 
camp.” 
He first spread out his orange 
and 
white parachute on 
the 
ridge so it could be seen from 
the air. 
“ I burrowed a place in the 
snow — to get out of the wind,” 
he said “ I was comfortable, but 
cold ” 
“ I 
was very busy keeping 
warm during those two days,” 
he said 
“Time passed very 
quickly.” 


‘‘I could hear and see helicop­ 
ters 
and other 
planes many 
times but they didn’t spot me.” 
MacDonald said he relied on 
the parachute survival pack for 
food, bedding, and his hope for 
rescue. When his radio signaling 
devices ceased to function a few 
hours 
after 
he

ground, he used flares in at­ 
tempts to attract searching air­ 
craft. 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
one

MacDonald's flare signals and 
his parachute were spotted by a 
crewman aboard a C123. 
The aircraft radioed a nearby 
helicopter, which reached him 
five minutes later, nine miles 
from the wreckage of his jet 
fighter. He was flown to Galena. 
an Air Force station, where a 
flight surgeon pronounced him 
in ‘‘beautiful shape.” 
MacDonald had been the sub­ 
ject of an intensive search over 
a 4.900-square-mile area by 22 
military and civilian 
aircraft 
after his plane collided with a 
T33 jet trainer. The pilot of the 
trainer Maj. Vincent Hooper of 
Tyrone. Pa., landed his plane 
safely at Galena—approximate­ 
ly IOO miles northwest of where 
MacDonald was picked up.
